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(57) Abstract 

PURPOSE: To eliminate the need of a sub-material such 
as a cam'er tape, etc. and to simplify the process by 
executing automatically the process in which a 
strip-like polarizing plate with a separator which is 
cut at a prescribed angle from an original cloth roll is 
brought to cutting to a single polarized plate and stuck 
to a liquid crystal display element 

CONSTITUTION: With respect to a strip-^ike polarizing 
plate 21 which is cut from original cloth, half-cut for 
making a cut line 28 successively at a prescribed pitch 
to the polarizing plate 21 body without cutting a 
separator 18 is executed, a single polarized plate 29 is 
formed by peeling off the polarizing plate body of the 
strip-like polarizing plate 21 which is brought to 
half-cut, from the separator 18, and the single 
polarizing plate 29 is transferred and stuck onto a 
liquid crystal display element 37. In such a case, the 
stip-like polarizing plate 21 which is taken out of a 
cassette part 22 and transferred holds its strip-like 
shape as it is even after it is brought to half-cut, 
therefore, the transfer to a separator peeling means and 
the processing for peeling off the single polarizing 



plate 29 from the separator 18 are executed easily, and 
sticking can be executed v/ithout causing a malfunction. 
In such a way, the material is inexpensive and the 

process can be simplified. 
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
